Unsound  Pood 


During  the  year,  eight  cases  involving  -unsound  food  were 
investigated  and  reports  on  each  case,  considered  by  the  Co-uncil,  who 
decided  to  institute  proceedings  under  Section  2 of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act, 1955  in  two  of  the  cases.  These  involved  the  sale  of  mouldy 
pasties  in  the  one  case,  and  the  sale  of  a Pruit  Malt  Loaf  containing 
a cigarette  end  in  the  other.  Pines  v/ere  inposed  by  the  Court  in 
both  cases. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Eron  the  1st  January  to  Jlst  Ivlarch,1972  this  service  was  carried 
out  as  previously  hy  contract  with  a private  conpany  and  during  this 
period,  10  couplaints  were  dealt  with.  However,  the  contract  v/as 
terninated  at  the  end  of  March  and  with  effect  froa  1st  April,  the 
Council  shared  the  services  of  a jointly  enployed  Rodent  Operative  ■ 
with  the  adjoining  Rural  District  Council,  During  the  renainder  of 
the  year,  this  operative  dealt  with  45  couplaints  of  rats  and  nice 
fron  douestic  prenises.  During  the  whole  of  the  year,  routine 
visits  were  also  naintained  to  the  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works,  Salvage 
Dept,  etc.  etc. 

Sewer  treatnents  were  again  carried  out  at  75  selected  uanholes 
and  evidence  of  soue  infestation  found  in  6 of  these.  These  were 
subsequently  re-baited  until  clear,
